NOTE PLACED ON THE TABLE OF THE HOUSE 

In order to provide cheap Housing facihties to 
the villagers, this Government have implemented the 
Village Housing Project Scheme sponsored by the 
Government of India, Ministry of Works, Housing and 
Supply. The purpose of the Village Housing Project 
Scheme is to estabhsh a number of Housing Projects on 

tNot put and not answered in the House, Hence the Question and answer 
are included at the end of the proceedings 
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selected villages m Community development blocks all 
over the State helping villagers by advancing loans for 
building houses on aided self-help basis The imple- 
mentation of the scheme in the revised set up of Block 
Administration is that the selection ot villages will be 
made by the panchayat samithis, Master Plans will be 
prepared by the Rural Housing Cell, the Block Develop- 
ment Officers will disburse loans on the basis of plans 
approved by the Block .Supervisors and m consultation 
with the Standing Committee II of the Panchayat 
Samithi concerned The Government of India have 
allotted to this State for the Second Five Year Plan 
period 450 villages (or 90 units of 5 villages each) for 
implementation of the Village Housing Project Scheme 
The total plan allocation for the 2nd Plan is Rs 45 
lakhs 

The following are the pre-requisite formalities 
to be completed by the Rural Housing Cell before the 
Scheme is implemented m the selected villages 

1 Preparation of Master Plan 

2 Conducting physical Engineering Survey 

3 Collecting Socio Economic Survey Data 

Implementation of the Master Plan including 
construction~of new houses and renovation of existing 
houses is taken up in stages so that the entire selected 
village IS remodelled over a period of 8-10 yeais, from 
the loan assistance advanced by the Government of 
India 

The quantum of loan assistance admissible under 
the scheme shall not exceed two thirds of the esti- 
mated cost of construction of a house (inclusive of 
cost land in cases where villages on flood affected areas 
are rebuilt on new sites) subject to a maximum of 
Rs 2 000 per house The Block Supervisor evaluates 
the cost of the proposed construction and improve- 
ment works of the selected village and gives technical 
guidance to the villagers m regard to day-to-day con"^^ 
structioa work etc 

On the recommendation of the Director of Town 
Planning, the State Government release funds annually 
as loan to the Panchayat Samithis for disbursement to 
the prospective builders in the selected villages The 
loan advanced to the Panchayat Samithis carries 5% 
interest repayable in 20 annual instalments. 
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Besides, the Village Housing Project Scheme 
there is another Rural Housing Scheme under Commu- 
nity Development Programme Loans under the scheme 
are advanced to needy persons m Block areas for the 
construction of new houses or for effectmg improvement 
to the existing houses, but this scheme is not executed 
in any planned manner Construction of houses under 
this Programme are taken up in accordance with the 
approved designs suitable for project areas The rules 
and procedure for the implementation of the Rural 
Housing in Stage I, Stage II and Community Develop- 
ment Blocks are similar to that of the Village Housmg 
Project Scheme, with slight modification 

In the Second Five Year Plan, provision is made 
for construction of houses for scheduled castes and 
Denotified Tribes in the State both under Central and 
State sectors The Housing Scheme under the Central 
Sector is entirely financed by the Government of India 
It is proposed to construct 1250 houses at a cost of 
Rs 12 50 lakhs m Andhra area and 1000 houses at a 
cost of Rs 5 97 lakhs in Telangana area In the Andhra 
area the estimated cost of each House is Rs 1000 i e 
Rs 750 as subsidy, Rs 250 for sanitary amenities 
The beneficiary will have to contribute labour, material 
&ic worth Rs 250 In the Telangana area the cost of 
each house is estimated at Rs 500 only, which will be 
given as subsidy 10% of the houses will be reserved 
for non-Harijans as a measure of removal of untouch- 
abihty 

Under the grant-in-aid scheme (State sector) for 
Harijans the following pattern is approved for giving 
aid to Harijans in both the regions with effect from the 
current financial year 

Loan Rs 500 

Subsidy Rs 300 

Voluntary contribution Rs 200 

Cost of each House Rs 1.000 

The Government of India will give an assistance 
of 50% of the expenditure incurred on subsidy portion 
of this scheme 

Provision has also been made in Second Five 
Year Plan for providing housing facilities to Denotified 
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Tnbes both under Ceat|-al and State Sector of the plan 
under the Centrally sponsored Scheme, Colonisation, 
a sum of Rs € 50 lakhs for Andbra area and Rs 2 065 
lakhs for Telengana area has been provided in the 
Second Five Year Plan for construction of houses 

Grant'in-aid Schemes A sum of Rs 4 15 lakhs 
for Andhra region and Rs 85 lakhs for Telengana 
region has been made in the Second Five Year Plan for 
construction of houses for Denotified Tribes 

Schedule Tribes An amount of Rs 500 is be- 
ing given to each house to the Yenadi, Yerukulas and 
Sangaties who come under Scheduled Tnbes under 
Centrally sponsored Schemes There are no separate 
housing schemes for other Scheduled Tribes, but they 
are provided wiih houses in the land colonisation 
schemes taken up under grand-in-aid as well as Cent- 
rally sponsored schemes A sum of Rs. 13 481 lakhs 
under grant m-aid and Rs 3 18 lakhs under Centrally 
sponsored programme have been provided for coloni- 
sation schemes in the Second Five Year Plan for Sche- 
duled Tribes
